National Soldiers’ Homes as Sanatoriums, 

That plans for the disbursement of $46,000,000 appro- 
priated in the Sundry Civil bill for the medical treat- 
ment and hospitalization of disabled ex-Service men, the 
fund to be administered through the Bureau of War Risk 
Insurance, are nearing completion, is announced by Di- 
rector R. G. Chelmeley-Jones. As a first step in carry- 
ing out the provisions of this appropriation, which be- 
came effective July 1, 1920, an eramination was cén- 
ducted as to the availability of certain National Homes 
for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers, which have been estab- 
lished throughout the country. Later, at a conference 
between George H. Wood, president of the Board of 
Managers of the National Homes for Disabled Volunteer 
Soldiers; Dr. T. A. Salmon, representing the Mental Hy- 
giene Committee of the Rockefeller Foundation; Dr. Pat- 
tison, representing the National Tuberculosis Association, 
and R. G. Cholmeley-Jones, Director of the Bureau of 
War Risk Insurance, it was decided to convert two of the 
national homes into sanatoriums for the exclusive treat- 
ment of tuberculosis and one of the homes into a sana- 
torium for the exclusive treatment of mental cases. Each 


of the tuberculosis sanatoriums is being equipped to care 
for 1,000 hospital patients, and the sanatorium for the 
treatment of mental cases will also accommodate 1, 
cases. 

At the present time there are approximately 17,625 
War Risk patients in hospitals, 7,980 of whom are in 
U.S. Public Health Service hospitals and 9,645 in hos- 
pitals and other institutions not owned or operated by 


the Government. Some 900 hospitals in the United 
States are now included in the list of those housing War 
Risk patients, the number of patients assigned to each 
hospital ranging from one to several hundred. If the 
number of patients continues to increase at the present 
rate, by the end of the fiscal year there will be approxi- 
mately 30,000 War Risk patients in hospitals. 

Those patients who have become disabled by reason of 
their military or naval service and who are, therefore, 
provided for under the War Risk act, are classified in 
three divisions, as surgical and general, as tuberculosis 
and as mental cases. The difficulties to be coped with in 
the treatment and care of mental cases exceed those to 
be encountered in the care of tubercular patients, who in 
turn must be given the specialized treatment necessary 
to combat that disease, and the proper segregation of pa- 
tients in these classes, as well as the surgical and gen- 
eral patients, is to be accomplished only in hospitals 
owned and operated by the Government. It is designed 
that the sanatorium for the treatment of mental cases 
which is being organized, through the administration of 
the War Risk appropriation, shall become the leading 
institution of its kind in America, and that the two sana- 
toriums to be devoted exclusively to the care and treat- 
ment of tuberculosis patients shall be of the highest type 
in construction and equipment. By securing the exist- 
ing hospital facilities of the War and Navy Departments 
and the National Homes for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers 
there will be available in the Army hospitals approxi- 
mately 4,000 beds, in the Navy Department approxi- 
mately 4,000 beds, and in the National Homes for Dis- 
abled Volunteer Soldiers approximately 6,000 beds. 
These, together with ‘the approximately 15,000 hospital 
beds of the U.S. Public Health Service, which are al- 
ready available or are to be made available, will aggre- 
gate approximately 29,000 beds in hospitals owned and 
operated by the Government.

. History or 63p U.S. INFANTRY. 

A history of the 63d U.S. Infantry; 1917-1919, pub- 
lished by the members of the regiment, has just made its 
appearance and is a credit to the organization, which was 
formed in the year first named and demobilized two years 
later, following the signing of the armistice. In a fore-. 
word its colonel, Richard C. Croxton, U.S.A., who was 
a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1886, and who died 
in New York city on June 6, 1920, says that he was sta- 
tioned at Honolulu when the United States entered the 
World War. “Late in May the press announced the 
formation of a division for France, and I cabled my 
classmate, General Pershing, at Washington, as follows: 
‘Please get me assigned regiment, Infantry, your divi- 
sion, France.’ So far he has not replied.” The fore- 
word bears the date, Jan. 1, 1919. Colonel Croxton tells 
of the organization of the regiment, which took place at 
the Presidio of San Francisco, and expresses the deep 
regret and disappointment of officers and men at not 
being ordered overseas. An introduction, in which a brief 
history of the regiment is given, is written by someone 
whose signature is not attached, nor indeed does the 
name of any of those who prepared the history appear 
anywhere in the volume, which is to be regretted, for the. 
work has been well done. A chapter is devoted to each 
company in the organization, with references, humorous 
and otherwise; to officers and men and their doings. 
There are a large number of excellent photographs and 
cartoons, together with a roster of the organization.

COMING TRIAL OF A NEW TORPEDOBOAT. 


We learn that a sea trial of a new torpedoboat, which 
embodies some unique designs, and which it is stated 
has been highly endorsed by officers of the United States 
and British navies, will be made by the U.S. Navy De- 
partment in September next. The boat is known as the 
Shearer torpedo motor boat, and was designed by W. B. 
Shearer. The boat has a length overall of fifty-eight feet 
and a beam of nine and a half feet, a seagoing boat with a 
high flaring bow which has a height of four feet three 
inches above water line, when the torpedo chamber is not 
flooded, and two feet three inches when flooded. She is 
equipped with two 300-horsepower engines, 1,500 r.p.m., 
which gives the boat a maximum speed of about thirty 
miles. Her semi-submerged speed for firing is about 
twenty miles. 

In addition to carrying from one to three torpedoes as 
may be desired, the boat can carry five depth charges, 
and one anti-aircraft gun, which may also be used against 
submarines. Aside from the use in war to send tor- 
pedoes against an enemy’s ships or chase submarines, it 
may be used in time of peace if desired as a captain’s 
barge, and may be easily hoisted aboard a battleship by 
the davits, and may be handily stowed. The boat may 
be quickly stripped of its shelter canvas, awning, cush- 
ions, etc., when used as a barge, and may be made ready 
for action with torpedoes and depth bombs at short 
notice. 

The boat is constructed of all steel divided*by water- 
tight bulkheads, is non-capsizable, non-sinkable and bul- 
letproof. She can cruise at full speed 350 miles, and at 
half speed 600 miles, and can carry fuel for a cruising 
radius of 1,000 miles. The boat can bunk four men, has 
room in her control cabin for six men, and can carry 
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fifteen men in her after cockpit. She has a full load dis- 
placement of 22,870 pounds, and an average running dis- 
placement of 18,000 pounds. Her power plant includes 
two pumps with a capacity of 1,000 gallons per minute 
each, which can empty the flooded firing chamber in 
thirty-two seconds. A strong point in favor of the boat 
is the fact of its reasonable cost, as it is stated that two 
or three flotillas of Shearer boats can be constructed for 
the cost of one destroyer, the latter costing about $1,- 
500,000. 

The three torpedoes are stowed under the flooring. 
The first third of this space at the bow is used as the 
firing chamber, which may be flooded as soon as the boat 
has been run‘ at high speed within the range of visibility. 
The bow forms a hinged gate, opened and shut by a rod 
operated from within the conning tower. The torpedo ex- 
pels itself by its own propellers. Immediately after fir- 
ing, a powerful pump expels the water from the tor- 
pedo chamber and the boat in light condition turns to 
escape at a speed of twenty-eight miles per hour. The 
flat deck above the torpedo chamber is hinged along one 
side and is opened up to receive the torpedo, which is 
hoisted into place by tackle. The torpedo is so seated 
that when discharged it passes freely out on a course 
coinciding with the longitudinal axis of the boat. This 
arrangement avoids shock, with its tendency to upset 
the gyro control. 

The after two-thirds of the floor above the keel is 
used for stowing the remaining torpedoes. All rest on 
ages and are easily moved forward to the firing cham- 

r. 

_ The plans of the boat were divulged to the U.S. Navy 
Department in 1917, and during the war the boat was 
held as one of the war secrets. The plan was to launch 
at the enemy a great fleet of these craft, which were to 
be built secretly in England. The attack was to be 
made simultaneously on all hostile naval bases, includ- 
ing Zeebrugge and those in the Adriatic. The signing of 
the armistice, however, prevented the project from being 
carried out. The plan of action proposed was to launch 
the boats at the enemy in large numbers with the ex- 
pectation that though some would be put out of action, 
a large number would be certain to come through and 
score torpedo hits upon the enemy ships. 

The Shearer boat has been made the subject of several 
Navy Department reports, and one of March 8, 1918, 
stated that during a night test the boat approached 
within 1,000 yards of a ship, under the latter’s own 
searchlights, before being picked up. The report also 
shows that it is capable of climbing over booms, crossing 
mine fields, and entering harbors with slight chance of 
detection. Tests made in the model basin at the navy 
yard at Washington have been highly satisfactory. The 
coming trial of the new boat which embodies all possible 
improvements for its size resulting from war experience, 
will be watched with much interest. 


RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 


American Guns in the War with Germany, by Edward 
S. Farrow (E. P. Dutton and Co.: New York). Dedi- 
cated to former Assistant Secretary of War Crowell, “in 
appreciation of his enterprise and valor, and as a tribute 
of homage to his unceasing labors in the production of 
munitions,” the author, who was formerly an officer in 
the Regular Army, tells the story of America’s remark- 
able achievements in sudden efficiency and expansion of 
its facilities in the manufacture of the munitions of war 
necessitated by the declaration of war against Germany 
by the United States. He discusses guns of many cali- 
bers, from one and one-half inch to fourteen-inch; am- 
munition to correspond ; equipment, such as limbers, cais- 
sons and tractors; sighting and fire control instruments 
of the most delicate and accurate sort; trench mortars, 
bombs and shells of explosive, incendiary and chemical 
typés; grenades of all kinds; projectors, periscopes, 
tanks, and the whole field of new artillery devices intro- 
duced by that branch of the Army which made war in the 
air. Of the rifle used by U.S. troops overseas he says: 
“The Americans carried into battle th’ best rifle used in 
the war. America’s industry produced these weapons in 
the emergency at a rate which armed American soldiers 
as rapidly as they could be trained for fighting. Success 
in such a task looked almost impossible at the start, but 
that it was attained should forever be a source of grati- 
fication to the American people.” Of the Livens pro- 
jector he remarks: “It is noticeable that although the 
British used this device with great success throughout 
much of the latter part of the war, and though the 
French and Americans also adopted it and used it freely, 
the Germans were never able to discover what the de- 
vice was that threw such havoc into their ranks, nor 
were they ever able to produce anything that was simi- 
lar to it.’ He-declares that “complete motorization of 
field artillery and its ammunition supply is one of the 
far-reaching and most important results of the war,” and 
adds, “The chief difterence between the old and the new 
methods of artillery practice is the degree of precision 
attained.” 

L’Aéronautique — Hier-Demain, par le Cdt. Orthlieb 
(Maseon et Cie.: Paris). Commandant Orthlieb, as an 
officer of the French army, was engaged in aviation work 
before the beginning of the World War. During hostili- 
ties he held important commands, being in charge of the 
air groups attached to the Army of the Center, later op- 
erating under General Duval and then General Debeny. 
After the close of hosfilities he organized the first aerial 
transport line from Paris to Strasbourg. Among the 
questions he asks in his book are: Is the navigation of 
the air, either by airplane or dirigible, destined to de- 
stroy the organization of the transport service? Also, 
is it to become the principal factor in warfare? Will 
the mastery of the air give to that power which takes 
advantage of the opportunity military as well as eco- 
nomic supremacy far greater than that which now exists? 
Following the greatest development in aviation ever 
known, he regards this as an opportune time to review 
the aeronautical situation, military and civil, to study

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questions of personnel and matériel, as well as lessons 
received during the war, and also certain technical prob- 
lems that existed during hostilities and that have since 
arisen. 


Fiddler’s Luck, by Robert Haven Schauffler (Hough- 
ton Mifflin Co.: Boston). Since every other p of 
the war has been described it seems only natural that a 
’cello-playing author who “made” a lieutenant’s commis- 
sion in a training camp should turn his musical experi- 
ences into fiction form. At all events this is what Mr. 
Schauffler has done in “Fiddler’s Luck,” which is a very 
sprightly and amusing tale of the musical side of Army 
life in the A.E.F. Readers who in particular are fond 
of musie and familiar with the literature of the violon- 
cello will enjoy this tale. 

The Great War and the R.A.M.C., by Bvt. Lieut. Col. 
F. S. Brereton, R.A. M.C. (E. P. Dutton and Co.: New 
York). In the sense implied by the title this book does 
not live up to that mark since it is concerned only with 
events during the retreat to the Marne in the first days 
of the World War and during the subsequent advance to 
the Aisne. In the preface to the work, however, it is de- 
scribed as the “first volume of the ponuler medical his- 
tory of the war” from which it may be inferred that sub- 
sequent volumes are to appear. In addition to its limits 
in point of operations covered, the text, from the view- 
point of technical interest, is likewise limited owing to 
the fact that it is a “popular’’ history. To the military 
surgeon this work can have only a cursory interest since 
it is a record of the purely military part of army medical 
work rather than of the more strictly professional as- 
pect. An appendix contains the offi report of the 
British government on the typhus epidemics at Witten- 
berg Camp in Germany, a sh narrative of govern- 
mental and medical brutality on the part of the Germans. 
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UNITED STATES IN THE NEXT WAR. 


Brig. Gen. Johnson Hagood, U.S.A., in command at 
Camp Eustis, Va., is the author of an article on “The 
United States in the Next War,” which appears in the 
July number of the Journal of the United States Artil- 
lery. It is attracting considerable attention because of 
the direct and somewhat emphatic statements made, 
among them the following: “Since we have had two wars 
with our friends, the British, it is not impossible that we 


should have another.” 

General Hagood says, in part: “In all its history the 
United States has never yet made a correct estimate of 
the military situation until after it was actually en- 
gaged in war. Usually, this estimate has not been 
made until the war was half over. He adds: “If our 
people had as little judgment and foresight in business as 
they have in military affairs we would still be trading 
with the Indians. For thirty years France foresaw the 
war with Germany. Every detail of her military policy 
was laid out with that object in view, and when the 
blow fell she was prepared to meet it. No lamb was ever 
worse caught on the stock market than the United States 
was caught by the World War. If any public man had 
ever suggested such a war was possible he would have 
been considered as a candidate for the lunatic asylum. 
On the other hand, if we had shown the slightest spark 
of military foresight the war would probably never have 
been pulled off.” 

He continues: “The biggest questions affecting our 
military policy are controlled by men who know nothing 
whatever about the military art. The President, the 
Secretary of War, the members of the Military Affairs 
Committees of the House and Senate and even individual 
members of Congress from the floor have more power to 
determine broad military questions than any great soldier 
this country has ever produced. So, also, the State De- 
partment is not equipped to foresee the military situa- 
tion produced by its negotiations. This has resulted in 
the Army itself taking a very narrow view in the solu- 
tion of problems of national defense.” 

“One of the military lessons of the war for Americans 
is that G-2 work must precede that of all other planning 
sections of the General Staff. We must not only have 
knowledge of the enemy, but we must have knowledge of 
our own forces and close liaison with those operating on 
our right and left, yet most of our Army Coast Defense 
plans are drawn with no knowledge of our enemy, and 
with practically no knowledge of what our own Navy 
roposes to do.” Within the Army itself there is little 
feivee between the Coast Artillery and the so-called mo- 
bile Army. A rivalry has sprung up between them and 
the tendency of the day is to give the Artillery ashore 


insufficient forces to repel a landing and then try to 
crush the enemy with a large mobile force after it gets 
into the country.” 

“We are apparently building up a military organiza- 
tion, the purpose of which is to defeat a foreign enemy 
operating within the continental limits of the United 
States. Attention is not focussed upon the main issue, to 
wit: preventing a landing. This comes from a lack of 
co-ordination above referred to, namely, that a certain 
group, composing about ninety per cent. of the whole, 
takes the attitude that it is not responsible for prevent- 
ing the landing; that its work begins after the landing 
is accomplished.” 

“Let us take up the two water frontiers in whieh the 
Coast Artillery is concerned. Let. us consider the kind 
of attack we may have to meet. We are in no danger 
from the Babylonians, the Phoenicians, the Syrians or 
the Romans, nor from the Turks, the Italians, the Portu- 
guese or the Dutch. No nation is going to organize an 
expedition against us unless it has the wherewithal to 
earry it out. That means ships and men, an army and 
a navy. No nation in Europe to-day has both an army 
and a navy sufficient for that purpose. Great Britain 
has the navy but not the army; others could raise the 
army but lack the ships. It is thus safe to say that no 
nation or combination of nations could successfully at- 
tack us on the Atlantic side without the assistance of the 
British navy; also that there is no probability of a 
change in this situation within the next ten years. Since 
we have had two wars with our friends, the British, it 
is not possible that we should have another. 

“While harbor defense is the all-imporfant thing on 
the Atlantic side, the main thing on the Pacific is the 
unprotected landing places. The problem for the rail- 
road artillery is to assist in preventing landings and to 
operate against an enemy who has effected a landing and 
is developing his base for further advances. What, then, 
should be our policy for national defense? A two-ocean 
Navy; submarines and aircraft sufficient to prevent the 
establishment and maintenance of a hostile base; strong 
harbor defense on the Atlantic, supplemented on the 
Pacific by sufficient railroad artillery to protect possible 
landing places. To maintain an army of sufficient size 
to defeat the enemy after he is ashore is neither the least 
expensive nor the most desirable solution. Moreover, it 
is a solution that the American public will never stand 
for in time of peace. Slowly but surely we are going 
to get back to the old basis and place our faith for na- 
tional defense in a large Navy and strong coast defense.”

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Navy SEAPLANE USED AS AMBULANCE, 

An interesting illustration of the work of the Navy 
Medical Corps and of the Naval Air Service in particular 
is afforded by an editorial in the Pittsburgh Chronicle- 
Telegraph of Aug. 2 concerning an incident which took 
place at the Navy radio station at Cape Hatteras. A 
pharmacist’s mate, the only man among the eighteen 
sailors stationed there having any medical knowledge, 
was stricken with appendicitis. The station is some 200 
miles from the naval base at Hampton Roads, is utterly 
isolated, distant from routes of travel by rail or water, 
and quite out of reach of ordinary medical aid. To send 
a motor boat or other water conveyance for a doctor 
would mean a long journey and much delay. A radio 
message was therefore sent to the commanding officer at 
Hampton Roads, reporting the situation. Capt. James 
C. Pryor, U.S.N., commanding the naval hospital there, 
explained the case to Rear Admiral A. F. Fechteler, U.S. 
N., and Lieut. (T) William Moore, Med. Corps, U.S.N. 
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R.F., was ordered to Cape Hatteras in a seaplane. The 
machine arrived there at 1:15 o’clock in the afternoon, 
Lieutenant Moore diagnosed the case as one of acute 
appendicitis. The patient was placed in the seaplane, 
which arrived at Hampton Roads at 6:45 o’clock, the 
voyage of 400 miles having been made in five and one- 
half hours. The patient was at once taken to the hos- 
pital and at last accounts was recovering from the opera- 
tion. The case not only illustrates the excellent care 
which the Navy takes of its men but of the beneficent use 
of the airplane, which in this case was utilized as an 
ambulance.

GUARDSMEN CONGRATULATE GENERAL HAAN. 

Major Gen. William G. Haan, Director of War Plans 
Division, General Staff, who is now on an extended tour 
of inspection of the Army school system, has received a 
letter of congratulation from the officers of the Wisconsin 
National Guard, expressing the esteem in which General 
Haan is held by men who served under his command 
overseas. The letter, dated at Camp Douglas, Wis., 
July 27, and signed by Capt. Fred B. Rhyner, Wis.

R., reads: “I am directed by Col. Wilbur N. Lee, 
camp commander, to inform you that the officers attend- 
ing the encampment of the reorganized Wisconsin Na- 
tional Guard at Camp Douglas, Wis., July 19 to 31, 
1920, assembled in officers’ conference, send you hearty 
congratulations on your promotion to the rank of major 
general of the U.S. Army. Many of the officers attend- 
ing this encampment had the honor of serving in the 32d 
Division, A.E.F., when you were commanding general of 
that division, and to them especially the news of your 
promotion was very gratifying and brought much joy. 
But in justice to all other officers of the Wisconsin Na- 
tional Guard, it must be said that they followed your 
remarkable record in the 32d Division with the greatest 
pride, knowing that the responsibility of the honor of 
Wisconsin’s best known military units was dependent 
upon your ability as a general. Their hopes were never 
shattered, but on the contrary, the results and victories 
and honors which these troops attained were far greater 
than even the most patriotic officers of our great state 
had ever dared to hope for. In sending you this letter 
of congratulation from all of the officers assembled, both 
those who. were in the 32d Division and also those who 
were not, it was also unanimously decided to express the 
hope that it will be possible for you to attend the first 
reunion of the 32d Division to be held in Milwaukee, 
Wis., Sept. 19, 20 and 21, 1920, in order that we may 
salute you as an officer and as a friend.” 
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WARRANT RANK AND ENLISTED MEN. 


The question was recently raised in these columns as 
to whether the provision of Section 127a, National De- 
fense act, as amended June 4, 1920, for giving pay-of re- 
tired warrant officer to certain enlisted men who had held 
commissions during the war, should apply to all sueh who 
may retire at any time prior to the declaration of peace 
or declaration by the President of a termination of the 
emergency. 

In the case of Lieut. Col. Robert Loghry, Signal Corps 
(emergency), who inquired whether if retired as an en- 
listed man prior to the declaration of peace, he would be 
entitled to retired pay and allowances of a warrant offi- 
cer on retired list, the Judge Advocate General gives the 
epinion that only retired enlisted men retired prior to 
the approval of the amendatory act of June 4, 1920, and 
otherwise qualified, come within the provision ‘of :Sec- 
tion 127a. ‘Therefore a negative reply to the inquiry 
of Colonel Loghry is made. 

There are various other points in connection with this 
matter of warrant rank. What are to be the allowances 
of a warrant officer, retired? Opinion has not been ren- 
dered on this point. The act of June 4, in Section 4a, 
says that warrant officers [active] “shall receive base 
pay of $1,320 a year and the allowances of a second lieu- 
tenant, shall be entitled to longevity pay and to retire- 
ment under the same conditions as commissioned officers.” 
Commissioned officers, retired, do not receive allowances 
except while employed on active duty. If the active pay 
of a warrant officer is $1,320 and lengevity and allow- 
ances of a second lieutenant, is the retired pay .of the 
warrant officer to include all the active allowances of a 
second lieutenant, or three-fourths the active allowances 
of a second lieutenant; or since the second. lieutenants 
have no retired allowances, is the War Department to de- 
termine for the warrant officer a specific retirement al- 
lowance as has been done in the case of the enlisted man, 
who receives a retired allowance of $15.75 per monrth in 
lieu of clothing, rations, quarters, heat and light? On 
this, a judicial opinion is awaited. 

The opinion of the J.A.G. having distinctly negatived 
the aspirations of all who in the immediate future are 
to retire as enlisted men, to receive on retirement ‘the 
retired pay and allowances of warrant officers on the re- 
tired list,” these men are asking themselves whether it 
would pay them to apply now for appointment as war- 
rant officers under Section 4b, and then what will be the 
conditions under which they could retire when they have 
ended thirty years’ Army service. To “retire under the 
same conditions as commissioned officers” (Scction 4a), 
they could not qualify under the “forty-year commis- 
sioned service” conditions; they could hardly expect to 
get on the limited retired list “after thirty years’ service, 
in the discretion of the President”; nor could they use 
in counting service toward retirement as an officer the 
foreign service double time allowed towards retirement 
as an enlisted man. Those who have given the matter 
close study see only two conditions applying to officers’ 
retirement that would function in the retirement of war- 
rant officers; namely retirement for disability and com- 
pulsory retirement for age sixty-four. 

While the grade of warrant officer is open to qualified 
enlisted men of certain lengths of service and to field 
clerks and others, no permanent field clerk now in the 
Service is obliged to become a warrant officer, nor is 
any enlisted man whose grade pay is higher than that 
provided in the law for warrant officers expected to 
ask for appointment as warrant officer. There are many 
higher non-coms. with twenty-five years or more to their 
eredit who are receiving, all told, considerably more 
than the pay provided for warrant officers, and they de- 
clare they will not give up present pay advantages and 
the prospect of enlisted retirement at around fifty-two 
years of age for the sake of entering the warrant offi- 
cer grade. There may be many of ten years or more en- 
listed service for whom the grade of warrant officer 
would be a step forward financially, but in all cases a 
etudy of the pay table would be advisable. In regard 
to the field clerks it may be repeated that while the act 
of June 4, 1920, directs that none shall be appointed 
thereafter, those already in the Service under perma- 
ment appointment hold grade and title of field clerk, 


with pay as authorized in the acts including that of May 
18, 1920. 

There are no doubt some enlisted men that served as 
officers during the war who’ will come into permanent 
commission through the provisions of Sections 24 and 
24e, but when we consider how limited are the benefits 
held out to the enlisted men available for appointment as 
warrant officers under Section 4a, we cannot help feel- 
ing that the services of the many enlisted men who 
served so efficiently as officers in the World War have 
been but partially recognized by Congress and that the 
matter of due reward should be earnestly considered at 
the next session. 
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U.S. Navy Recorp With GERMAN SUBMARINE, 

From reports submitted to the Navy Department on 
the operation of the German submarine U-111, which 
was turned over to the United States in April, 1919, it 
is learned that with Navy personnel this boat made 


records exceeding the best‘the Germans were able to 
show. After making«the voyage from Plymouth, Eng- 
land,’ covering 3,357 miles under her own power in 
twelve days without convoy, under command of Lieut. 
Comdr. Freeland A. Daubin, U.S.N., trials proved the 
boat could make only 13.8 knots surface speed, or 2.6 
knots less than obtained by the German navy on the 
commissioning trials: From October, 1919, to April 13, 
1920, the buat was operated off Florida and Cuba, with 
a crew of.untrained men, in training the men and catry- 
ing out experiments to test the mechanical efficiency. On 
the latter date standardization trials to determine the 
surface and submerged speed were held. -On the sur- 
face the U-111 made 17.08 knots, the best obtained under 
German control being 16.4 knots. Submerged speed 
showed an improvement of nearly one knot over the 
German figure. The boat -was then placed out of ¢om- 
inission at Portsmouth, N.H., for destruction in accord- 
ance with the terms of agreement under which she was 
allotted to the United States. While in charge of U.S. 
Navy personnel the.U-111 .was, without plans or descrip- 
tive pamphlets on the design or methods of operation, 
put in operation after the rapid deterioriation which 
took place just prior to and after the armistice. More 
than 11,000 miles were covered and during this period 
all upkeep and repair work was done entirely by Navy 
submarine personnel, the only work required at bavy 
yards being cleaning, painting and preparation of huil 
for full speed trials. When-it is recalled that France 
found it necessary to tow its allotted German submarines 
from British waters and lost three of the craft,-and that 
Japan engaged German personnel to operate the boats 
allocated to her, the performance of the U.S. Navy per- 
sonnel on the U-111 speaks for the efficiency of our Ser- 
vice. The report on this performance during the year’s 
tests dwells particularly on the Diesel engines, which 
are very powerful for the weight and space involved. 
flexible, with a wide speed range and easy reversal, and 
thoroughly reliable in operation. -Emphasis is also laid 
on the armament, which consisted of six torpedo tubes, 
two 10.8-cm. guns, and one 8.8-em. guns, a very heavy 
armament for a submarine of only 830 tons surface dis- 
placement. As compared with the U.S. Navy subma- 
rines, the report points out. many points of advantage 
in favor of our own boats, but declares that there are 
séveral points of the U-111 from which the Navy may 
profit. 
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Tur AMERICA COMPLETES HER VOYAGE. 

The U.S. Army transport America, which arrived at 
Norfolk, Va., July 15, 1920, completed an: around the 
world voyage of 29,043 miles_in fine shape in 137 days. 
She left New York Jan. 30, 1920, and made the 1,973 
miles to Colon Feb. 5. She left. Colon Feb. 6.and made 
Balboa, a distance of forty-four miles, the- same day. 
She left Balboa for San Francisco, 3,251 miles away, on 
Feb. 7 and arrived Feb. 16. Leaving San Francisco for 
Manila on Feb. 23, she completed the 6,350 miles to that 
port-on March 15. Leaving Manila March 23, the next 
port of the America. was Nagasaki, 1,298 miles, where 
she arrived March 27. Leaving the latter port April 6 
she made the run of 542 miles to Tsing Tau on April 8 
and left there April 16 for Vladivostok, Siberia, 988 
miles away, where she arrived April 20. At Vladivostok 
6.500 Czecho-Slovak troops were embarked. for Trieste 
and the America left on April 23 on the 1,645 mile run 
for Hong Kong, where she arrived April 28. She left 
May 3 and after a run of 1,454 miles reached Singapore 
May 9 and left on May 11 for Colombo, 1,580 miles 
away. ‘The Ameriga arrived at the latter port May 16 
and left May 19 for a long run of 3,410 miles to Suez, 
where she arrived May 30 and left the same day for 
Port Said, a distance of 88 miles, and dropped anchor 
there May 31. Leaving Port Said June 3 the transport 
headed for Trieste, Austria, finishing the run of 1,360 
miles on June 7, and the troops were disembarked 
there in fine condition. Trieste was left on June 29 
for Gibraltar, a distance of 1,710 miles, the America ar- 
riving on July 4 and leaving there July 5 for the 3,350 
mile run to Norfolk, where she arirved July 15, com- 
pleting her long voyage of 29,048 miles. The America 
is certainly a credit to the Army Transport Service, and 
it is hoped that this fine ship will be retained as an 
Army transport. 
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New Rartncoat For U.S. ArMy OFFICERS. 

Bids have been advertised by the War Department for 
2.000 raincoats for officers of the U.S. Army. The sizes 
are allotted 500 small, 1,000 medium, 500 large, and 
delivery is to be made as soon as possible. The tenta- 
tive specifications for this coat require that the outside 
material be worsted serge, olive drab, approximately 
twelve ounces to the yard. This fabric to be treated by 
cravenetting or a similar process, so that it will be vrhat 
is known commercially as shower proof. The iijner 
fabric will be of cotton pongee or similar fabric and to 
be thoroughly rubberized. The lining to be wool-nanped 
knitted material, olive drab, approximately twenty-eight 
to thirty ounces per linear yard, based on fifty-four inch 
width. It will have sleeves of woolen material app) oxi- 
mately eighteen ounces to the yard. The lining will be 
attached to the coat with buttons and button holes and 
to the cuffs of the sleeves. The lining will be cut high 
in the neck and its length about four inches above the 
knee when attached to the coat. All seams are to be se- 
curely covered and cemented on the inside and to be 
closed in front with buttons and button holes. The pat- 
tern is to be what is known as the “trench coat,” cut 
double breasted with buttons sloping toward the waist 
line. It will have a belt at the waist and a gusset in 
the back so that it can be worn for either mounted or 
dismounted duty. The pockets will be cut with a per- 
pendicular facing so that rain cannot enter. The three 
sizes will be: Small, breast thirty-eight inches, approxi-

mate length forty-five inches; medium, breast forty-two 
inches, length forty-seven inches; large, breast forty-six 
inches, length forty-nine inches. Bids will be received at

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RETIREMENT AS WARRANT OFFICERS OF ENLISTED MEN. 

Concerning the retirement as warrant officers of en- 
listed men, who served as officers during the World War, 
the Secretary of War on Aug. 3, in answer to an in- 
quiry from Major T. W. Wylie, Sig. Corps, stated as fol- 
lows: “Inasmuch as Section 127a, act of June 4, 1920, 
with reference to retired enlisted men who served Lonor- 
ably as commissioned officers during the World War was 
undoubtedly carefully considered by the Congress and a 
clear intent manifested therein that only officers who 
had been retired prior to June 4, 1920, the date of the 
approval of the act, should be entitled to the retired pay 
and allowances of warrant officers, it is not deemed ad- 
visable that Congress should be asked to amend that sec- 
tion. The Gongress evidently intended only to take care of 
those enlisted men who would not be eligible under 
the act of June 4, 1920, to be appointed as commissioned 
officers or warrant officers, and that those who are eligi- 
ble to be so appointed are not, when retired, to be re- 
tired as warrant officers unless they shall have been ap- 
ppointed as such under the provisions of the act. 
Prior to the passage of the act of June 4, 1920, the 
War Department indicated to the Congress its opinion 
that the laws governing the retirement of enlisted men 
should govern the retirement of warrant officers, but the 
Congress, notwithstanding that recommendation, saw fit 
to provide that the laws governing the retirement of 
commissioned officers should govern the retirement of 
warrant officers, and for that reason it is not deemed 
proper at this time for the War Department to recom- 
mend any change in the law.” 





ATTENDANCE AT R.O.T.C. Camps. 

There were 6,228 students attending the R.O.T.C. 
training camps this summer, distributed as follows: In- 
fentry: Camps Devens, 740; Jackson, 1,322; Custer, 
1,600; Kearny, 920. Cavalry: Fort Ethan Allen, 104; 
ort Oglethorpe, 114. Coast Artillery: Fort Monroe, 
361. Field Artillery: Camp Knox, 385. Sisnal Corps: 
Cainp Alfred D. Vail, 254. Corps of Engineers: Camp 
A. A. Humphreys, 228. Motor Transport Corps: Camp 
Ordnance: Aberdeen Proving Grounds, 
38. The total attendance of the 1920 camps was ap- 
proximately 100 per cent. greater than the camps held 
in the summer of 1919. The War Department appor- 
tioned funds for the R.O.T.C. camps on an estimated 
maximum attendance of 10,000, and it is stated that this 
number could undoubtedly have been raised and exceeded 
had the War Department desired to encourage attend- 
ance from preparatory schools beyond the original. pro- 
portion allotted to that class of ‘schools. ‘’he applica- 
tions for training made months before the opening of the 
camps approached closely the maximum estimate. The 
fact that many boys who had- promised to attend failed 
to do so was due to circumstances over which the War 
Department had no control, and failure to attend was 
found to be due to several causes. The principal cause 
was that parents in many cases interfered-with the boys’ 
desire to attend camp because they wanted their sons to 
work during the summer and help carn funds to pay for 
their college courses. The high wage factor also affected 
the attendance, for youths were nd as haryest 
hands, and in the mining districts of Colorado they were 
attracted by wages of $12 a day. In view of the indus- 
trial situation the War Department feels that the at- 
tendance at the camps this summer was unusually ¢ 
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DUPLICATES OF THE VicTtoRY MEDAL, 

The Adjutant General has been authorized by the War 
Department to issue duplicates of the Victory Medal to 
enlisted men in the Service and to sell duplicates at cost 
price to officers, warrant officers and men out of the Ser- 
vice upon presentation of satisfactory evidence that the 
original medal was lost, destroyed or rendered unfit for 
use without fault or neglect upon the part of the person 
to whom it was awa No such issues or sales. will 
be made, however, until the supply of medals on hand is 
sufficient to furnish them without delaying the issue of 
the originals. It is also desired that all persons inter- 
ested be informed that there is no law now on the stat- 
ute books which authorizes the issue of the Victory 
Medal, original or duplicate, to anyone out of the Ser- 
vice, and in making such issues the War Department is 
relying upon Congress to legalize the action by the pass- 
uige of S. 4432, which was recommended by the War De- 
partment a year ago, but has not yet passed either house.

Major Harry S. Howland, Inf., U.S.A., who was re- 
tired from active serviee “Aug. 10, 1920, with rank of 
lieutenant colonel, to date from July 1, 1920, for dis- 
ability incident to the service, served during the World 
War with the A.E.F., and was awarded the Distinguished 
Service Cross for extraordinary heroism in aectien near 
Cheppy, France, Sept. 26, 1918, while colonel of the 
138th Infantry. At that time after losing touch with 
his first and second line battalions, due to unusually 
heavy fog, “Colonel Howland,” says the official citation, 
“with a mixed detachment (partly non-combatants), 
penetrated to a point immediately in front of the Ger- 
man line of resistance. While getting better cover for 
his detachment under heavy shel) fire and direct machine 
gun fire, Colonel Howland was wounded in the band by a 
shell fragment. After three hours’ delay tanks arrived, 
and Colone! Howland advanced with his detachment, tak- 
ing the enemy position, with many prisoners. After re- 
maining in the attack for over seven hours he was evacu- 
ated because of the wound im his band.” Colonel How- 
land, who was bern in Illinois Nov. 3, 1877, entered the 
Regular Army from eivil life as a second lieutenant, 23d 
Infantry. Sept. 9 1898, and was previously connected 
with the Chicago Tribune. He had a fine record of service 
all throngh his Army career. After aceepting his com- 
mission in the Army the then Lieutenant Howland was 
sent to the Philippines te jein his t in the cam- 
paigns there. Early in 1899, when General Hal! led an 
expedition against the imsurgent leader Pio del Pilar, 
Lieutenant Howland was in of a company of 
the 23d and made a noteworthy recerd. He led his com- 
pany across the San Mateo river, he drove out a pa 
of insurgents superior in numbers to his littl command, 
and thus cleared the way for a successfe) attack on the 
part of the main body. After the action General Hall 
invited Lieutenant Howland to join his staff as aide-de- 
camp. Upen General Hall's retirement he assumed the 
same duties on the staff of Major Gen. S. S. Sumner. 
In one action Lieutenant Howland was severely wounded 
in the right arm. He performed four years of duty im 
the Philippines and was then ordered on duty on the 
Pacifie coast for a short time. At his own request, in 
1903, he was returned to duty in the Philippines after 
spending a little over a year in the United States and 
was placed in command of a company ordered for ser- 
vice in Mindanao. He took part im the operations against 
Datto Ali, and in 1905 Major General Wood appointed 
him a captain in the Philippine Scouts. In June, 1906, 
he became a major in that organization, and invaded ter- 
ritory in Mindanao whieh, so far as known, was never 
before reached by white mem and destro the forts of 
robber dattos. The Mero chiefs made Major Howland 
sultan of Nunungan. In his first seventeen years in the 
Army Colonel Howland spent ever eleven in the Philip- 
pines. He was promoted first lieutenant, 13th Infantry, 
Dec. 23. 1899. He was transferred to the 23d Infantry 
in March, 1903; was promoted captain, 9th Infantry, in 
. 1906; was transferred to the 26th Infantry in 1907, and 
to the 19th Infantry in 1910. He was detailed quarter- 
master in September, 1911; was assigned to the 18th 
Infantry Feb. 7, 1912. and was transferred to the 16th 
Infantry Feb. 9, 1912. Colonel Howland was retired 
for disability in the line of duty Sept. 4, 1915, with rank 
of captain. When the United States entered the World 
War he was anxious for active -ervice and was restored 
to the active list as a major of Infantry.

York, and several other officials from the South American 
republics, for which General Gorgas had done so much. 
The bodies of Brig. Gen. John L. Stevens, U.S.A., and 
Rear Admiral Henry T. B. Harris, U.S.N., also arrived 
at Hoboken on the Pocahontas and were landed after 
the body of Major General Gorgas had been lowered over 
the side. The funeral of General Gorgas will be held 
in Washington with military honors on Aug. 16 in the 
Church of the Epiphany. The military escort will be 
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commanded by Brig. Gen. Grote Hutcheson, U.S.A., and 
will consist of band and one battalion of Infantry, band 
and one regiment from the Tank Corps, band and two 
companies of the 5th Regiment of Engineers, one com- 
pany of Coast Artillery, and two troops of Cavalry. The 
body arrived in Washington Aug. 12 and was escorted 
by two troops of Cavalry to the Parish House of the 
Church of the Epiphany, where it will lie in state under 
a military guard until Aug. 16. The funeral services 
will be held at 2:30 p.m. on that date from the Church 
of the Epiphany. 

Brig. Gen. Charles R. Suter, U.S.A., retired, who died 
at h’x home, Brookline. Mass., Aug. 7, 1920, is survived 
by a widow, four daughters and two sons. He was born 
iu Brooklyn, N.Y., May 5, 1842, and was graduated from 
the ULS.M.A., May 5, 1862, when he was assigned to the 
Corps of Engineers. General Suter, who performed no- 
table service in the field during the Civil War, received 
the brevet of captain in 1863 for gallant and meritorious 


services during the siege of Morris Island, S.C., and the 
brevet of major in 1865 for faithful and meritorious ser- 
vice during the war. After the Civil War he was en- 
gaged in river and harbor work in various parts of the 
country, and was also in charge of fortification work, 
which included duties in charge of fortifications and 
river and harbor works in the vicinity of Boston, and 
was a member of various boards on river and harbor 
work, including that on the subject of barbor lines of 
New York harbor. He was retired for age May 5, 1906. 


General Suter was twice married. His -first wife was

Brig. Gen. George S. Grimes, U.S.A., retired, a vet- 
eran of the Civil and Spanish Wars, and at one time 
among the best known officers of the Field Artillery of 
the Army, with an efficient record of service, died at 
Buffalo, N.Y., Aug. 9, 1920. He was born in England, 
Feb. 15, 1846, and enlisted in Co. G, 116th N.Y. Volun- 
teers, Aug. 11, 1862. He subsequently served as ser- 
geant and sergeant major of the 89th and 93d U.S. Col- 
ored Infantry, and also as second and first lieutenant of 
the Slst Colored Infantry, being bonorably mustered out 
Nov. 30, 1866. During the War of the Rebellion, Gen- 
eral Grimes took part in the campaign and siege of Port 
Hudson, and was present at the battles of Plain Store, 
Cox’s ‘Plantation and Donaldson, La. He entered the 
Regular Army Jan. 22, 1867, as second lieutenant, 39th 
Infantry, then under command of Col. Joseph H. Mower, 
with Lieut. Col. Frank Wheaton as second in command. 
He was promoted first lieutenant in July, 1868, trans- 
ferred to the 25th Infantry in April, 1869, and after be 
ing on the unassigned list was assigned to the 2d Artil- 
lery. Col. William F. Barry, Dee. 15, 1870. He was 
promoted captain in 1887, major in March, 1899, lieuten- 
ant colonel in 1901, and colonel in July, 1903, and served 
for a time in command of the 3d Field Artillery. He is 
a graduate of the Artillery School. class of 1886. Gen- 
eral Grimes was retired at his own request after forty 
years’ service, Aug. 12,.1907, with the rank of brigadier 
general. Among other services following the Civil War 
he served in the Indian country, in Texas, Dakota and 
Montana, from 1876 to 1882, in charge of the construc- 
tion and operation of military telegraph lines. During 
the war with Spain he served in the Cuban campaign as 
a captain and was in command of Battery A, 2d Artil- 
lery, being in the battle of San Juan Hill, July 1, 1898. 
His battery opened fire on the Spaniards at 8:20 a.m., 
and with the batteries under Capt. C. L. Best, 1st Ar- 
tillery, and Lieut. C. D. Parkhurst, 4th Artillery, pro- 
tected the advance of Sumner’s division until its final 
charge on San Juan heights. 

Brevet Brig. Gen. Richard Neville Bowerman, U.S.V., 
ninety years of ago, died at Baltimore, Md., Aug. 10, 
1920. During the Civil War he first served as a eor- 
poral of Co. G, 7th N.Y. Militia, in 1861, and during the 
same year he served as a first lieutenant and captain in 
the 11th N.Y. Infantry. He was appointed lieutenant 
colonel of the 4th Maryland Infantry Aug. 1, 1862, and 

- was made a brevet brigadier general of Volunteers April 
1, 1865, for gallantry and govud conduct at the battle of 
Five Forks, Va. He was appointed in the Regular 
Army July 28, 1866, as lieutenant colonel, 31st Infantry, 
and resigned June 6, 1867. General Bowerman was 
prominent in the Grand Army of the Republic. 

Lieut. Col. Henry Haymond, late U.S.A.. whose death 
at his home, Clarksburg, W.Va., July 31, 1920, we noted 
in our issue of Aug. 6, 1920, page 1502, is survived by 
his widow and his daughter, Mrs. Benjamin Blackford, 
of Parkersburg, W.Va. In December, 1867, Colonel Hay- 
mond married Miss Mary Garrard, of Pittsburgh, a sis- 
ter of Mrs. Clifton Comly, widow of the late Major Clif- 
ton Comly, Ord. Dept., U.S.A, 

Major James D. Nickerson, U.S.A., retired, died in 
New York city, Aug. 7, 1920, of Bright’s disease at the 
home of his friend, Dr. Joseph H. Cahoon, at 117 West 
lith street. Major Nickerson, who was a veteran of 
the Civil and Indian -wars, had lived with Dr. Cahoon 
for several years. He was born in Illinois, Nov. 25, 1845, 
and served during the Civil War as a private in the 141st 
IWinois Infantry and the 9th Illinois Cavalry. He en- 
tered the Regular Army as a private in the 10th Infantry 
Sept. 13, 1867, and gained his first commission, that of 
second lieutenant, 17th Infantry, Oct. 15, 1875. He was 
retired for disability in the line of duty July 9, 1900. 
He declined the brevet of first lieutenant awarded him 
Feb. 27, 1890, for gallant services in action against In- 
dians at Spring Creek, Mont., Oct. 15 and 16, 1876. 
Headquarters Eastern Department were notified of his 
death and Capt. Edward Quigley took charge of the 
funeral arrangements. The funeral took place on Aug. 
11, Chaplain FE. B. Smith officiating at the National

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DISTINCTIVE INSIGNIA FOR CHEVRONS. 


To THE E:prror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

On page 1510, your issue of Aug. 7, 1920, I note the 
following: “Chevrons for Enlisted Personnel.” I am 
sure that most all of the enlisted personnel appreciate 
the raise in pay recently granted, and the many other 
good features concerning them found in recent orders, 
but why the taking from them their distinctive insignia? 
Why take away the chevron which heretofore so resdily 
distinguished oue branch of the Service from the other, 
and also indicated what “niche” we filled or what duty 
woe were delegated to perform? . 

According to the recent change, as noted above, the 
first sergeant is really the only non-commissioned officer 
who has any distinguishing mark whereby his particular 
position is knows. No doubt, from an economical view- 
point, the recent change will prove a great saving to the 
Government, but why depart from the old-established cus- 
tom, and what is more, why a further avoidance of 
“corps esprit”? As a remedy and of small cost, why 
could there not be some small symbol added to the new 
chevron to meet a very apparent need? T'he new order 
has already caused much discussion and comment, and 
it is hoped that some remedial action will be taken.

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DEPOT QUARTERMASTER’S ASSISTANT. 


‘To rur Eprtor OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The following suggestion is made in the interest of 
the Service: It is the result of conclusions reached after 
studying the subject for a long time and from various 
points of view. I believe it will work without any in- 
crease in personnel, and possibly without any increase 
or change in salaries, provided a proper and careful se 
lection be made of those designated for the purpose. by 
the War Department. 

That a suitably qualified man be assigned to duty in 
the office of each reserve depot, general supply depot, 
supply depot and supply office where the volume of work 
is such as to warrant the assignment of such a man, and 
at any ether place so designated by the War Depart- 
ment, for the purpose of assisting each such officer in 
charge. His duties would be to keep in touch with the 
constantly changing methods, orders, notices, bulletins, 
amendments, rescissions, etc. To keep an index of all 
such orders, notices, bulletins, etc., where none are sup- 
plied, or until same are supplied. ‘To supervise the 
“Records Branch,” or what is termed in sotne offices the 
“File Section,” to see that a complete file is kept of all 
regulations, manuals, books, orders, notices, bulletins, 





ete., pertinent to the proper conduct of the office. In - 


fact, to assist the officer in charge with a view to a 
strict compliance with all orders, etc., and to verify as 
far as possible all papers, reports, returns, etc., for the 
officer in. charge in all such cases as he may be dele 
gated by the latter to verify. To assist the officer in 
charge ‘in any duty he may be directed to perform, keep- 
ing in view the object as outlined above. The numerous 
orders, etc., the amendments and rescissions, and the con- 
stantly changing methods makes it a physical impossi- 
bility for any individual to have an accurate knowledge 
of the business and at the same time perform the duty 
assigned to him. — 7 : 

Upon first consideration of this plan one may think 
that such duty would devolve upon the executive officer 
or other commissioned officer (assistant) or the chief 
clerk. These men are too busily engaged on the regular 
routine of work to familiarize themselves with details, 
changes, etc., necessary to the proper conduct of the 
office. A depot quartermaster is a busy man; he has big 


responsibilities, and he bas numerous papers to read and 
pass on daily; and in order to be successful he must 
have capable subordinates among whom he can divide 
his responsibilities in order to accomplish his desired re- 
sults. Like the depot quartermaster, the executive offi- 
cer. has, his daily routme and is kept busy with it. He 
often gets many other military details in addition to his 
regualr duties, and which require a great deal of his 
attention. Under the present conditions the chief clerk 
comes nearer “filling the bill” as outlined in’ this sug- 
gestion than any other man in the office. The chief clerk 
is also a very busy man; he has a great many things to 
tiink of. It is usually the delight of the chief clerk to 
be able to cope with every situation, to master all the 
details of the business, and to fill the capacity for which 
this is intended. 

So far as I have been able to observe, a majority of the 
clerks do not, and a large number will not, read any pub- 
lication which concerns their work. It should be need- 
less for me to state that if clerks who actually conduct 
the work of an office do not read and remember especi- 
ally what pertains to their line of work they cannot pro- 
ceed without many errors, and when we eliminate the 
errors we eliminate unnecessary work and correspond- 
ence. ‘That is why there is the dire need for some onc 
who will devote his time to the purpose herein stated.

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EMERGENCY AND PROVISIONAL Of'FICERS. 


To Tue Eprroe or THe ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In a recent letter as to emergency and provisional offi- 
cers signed “First Training Camp” (issue of July 31), 
the writer is entirely misinformed as to the frst training 
camp provisionals being at present permanent captains. 
Many of them wo uccepted commissions as provisional 
second licutenants in the Regular Army were 
commissions of first Jieutenant and captain in the O.R.C. 
but preferred the lower commission in the Regular Army 
because it was their intention to make soldiering their 
future prefession. It is true that some have resigned 
since, but so have some who graduated from West Poiut 
and others who ren#e many years of commissioned 
serviec. A careful study of the Army list of July 1, 
1929, will show that the provisional lieutenants of the 
first trsining camp are now nothing more than perma- 
nent first lieutenants, and are way down on the lineal 
list. It might be added that these provisionals were on 
probation for two years and had to take a final examina- 
tion at the end of that time. 

On the other hand, “First Training Camp” was com- 
missioned captain at the end of three months trainin 
and although he himself desired to accept a provisiona 
cot.mission in the Regular Army, others were not con- 
sidering the Army as their future at all and were com- 
missioned up to and including majors. A number who 
have just finished taking examinations for permanent 
eommiss'on and who are graduates of the first training 
camp (f am king of those who had no other military 
training) will not consider a ing appointment in 
grades lower than major or captain, and a nuinber will 
get these advanced grades and of course outrank the pro- 
visionals from the first training camp, none of whom is 
at present above the grade of first lieutenant. The few 
who did hold temporary advanced rank reverted to their 
permanent grade by June 30, 1920, at the latest, while 
the emergency officers have enjoyed their advanced rank 
to date. I am simply stating all this to show “First 
Training Camp” that he is not being so terribly mal- 
treated. 





ATTENTIVE READER. 
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GRADING OF N.C. OFFICERS. 
To tus Eprror or THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

I wish to call attention to injustice to former post 
non-commissioned staff officers in grading them in G.O. 
36, W.D. It appears as if only line officers’ advice was 
taken. It is understood that it wag rather hard for the 
General Staff to decide what rank should be given first, 
second and third grades, but apparently not much atten- 

*tion was paid to former ratings. This is evident by 
grading regimental sergeant-major and regimental sup- 
ply sergeant in the first grade, while former pest N.O. 
staff officers are placed in second. The regimental ser- 
geants are promoted to that position by their regimental 
commander without examination. A regimental sergeant- 
major is required to be acquainted with all orders and 
regulations, ¢te., but so is the former post N.C. staff. 
officer. The regimental supply sergeant’s transactions 
are all interpost or intercamp; whatever is required by 
the regiment he draws from the post or camp supply offi- 
cer. The Q.M. sergeant, senior grade, or Q.M. sergeant, 
and the Ordnance sergeant as assistant to the supply 
officer, ave responsible that sufficient supplies are kept on 
hand for requisitions rendered by the regimental supply 
sergeant. Is it not plausible that they should at least 
be graded as high as the regimental supply sergeant? 

For appointment as regimental sergeants no examina- 
tion is required and they may be appointed after one year 
or less service if the regimental commander desires. 
Not so with the former post N.C. staff officers. To be- 
come eligible for examination many conditions have to 
be fulfilled. For Ordnance sergeant applicant must have 
at least eight years’ service, five as a N.C.O., and be a 
sergeant at time of application; for Q.M. sergeant ap- 
plicant must have ait least five years’ service and be a 
N.C.O. at time of application. And, believe, me, those 
examinations are pretty tough. After examination pa- 
pers are forwarded to the bureau chief and are marked 
by disinterested officers, who do not know the applicant. 
If you made it you earned it, and when your time comes 
for appointment you get your warrant signed by the 
Secretary of War; if you failed, you “bulled” for it for 
nothing. 

Apparently the high pay goes to some who do pot have 
great responsibility or important duties, while the ones 
that have get lower srading, consequently lower pay. 
‘The Ordnance sergeant or Q.M. sergeant in a small! post 
where probably only one or two young officers are on 
duty with troops must perform the duties of an §.0., F. 
O., T.0., Q.M., 0.0., ete. These officers. are responsible 
and sign all papers, but who is doing the work and prac- 

‘tieally on his own hook? Why the Ordance and the Q. 
M. sergeants. Many old Regular officers and so.diers 
will agree that these young officers have had no experi- 
ence in Ordnance and Q.M. work and have no time to 
learn it. and naturally leave it to the sergeant, many 
times to the Q.M. sergeant only, as some posts have not 
even an Ordnance sergeant; then the Q.M. sergeant has 
to attend te all reports, requisitions, correspondence and 
many other things. Very seldom did the officer go wroug 
by trusting his old stand-by, the Q.M. sergcust. So why 


this injustice? Denied,

Two officers of the Regular Army, one of sixteen 
years’ service and the other of twenty-two years’ service, 
were ordered placed on the retired list on Aug. 9 under 
the provisions of the act of June 4, 1920, eliminating offi- 
cers placed in Class B, “who should not be retained in 
the Service.” Neither of the officers requested an op- 
portunity to appear before a court of inquiry. This 
marks the first action under this section of the law 
which provided promotion by seniority on the single list 
with elimination of the unfit, 
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FINAL SELECTING BOARD TO MEET AUG. 16. 

Selecting successful offieer-candidates for the Army 
from a list of approximately 10,000 that appeared be- 
fore the examining boards during the examination peried 
from July 6 to July 28 to fill the 9,000 vacancies in the 
commissioned personnel of the Regular Establishment in 
the grades of second lieutenant to colonel, inclusive, will 
begin Aug. 16, when the Final Selecting Board, of which 
Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., is president, will con- 
vene,. 

With 3,000 candidates applying for commissions in the 
Infantry, the board of review of this branch of the Ser- 
vice expects to be in session for at least the greater part 
of this month and possibly longer. Thus far the board 
has succeeded in reviewing the reeords of approximately 
500 candidates weekly. In three of the four corps of 
the Medical Department, namely, the Medieal Corps, Vet- 
erinary Corps and Dental Corps, it is apparent that 
there will be a dearth of candidates for the total of 1,232 
vacancies which existed in these corps on July 1, 
1920. There were 1,041 vacancies in the Medical Corps 
on July 1, 102 in the Dental Corps and 89 in the Veter- 
inary Corps. These three corps report a shortage of 
candidates te fill the vacancies and for this reason, in 
case of emergency, the officer reservoir will necessarily 
be filled from the Medical Reserve Corps. It is con- 
ceded that a portion of the candidates who may be suc- 
cessful will have changed their minds about accepting a 
commission when the final report is made. This is quite 
truce, report Army officers, for a considerable proportion 
of the original reservoir of candidates, 13,509 in all arms, 
failed to put in an appearance at the places of examina- 
tion. The definite number will not be ascertained until 
all reports are received at the War Department, and 
which reports are being forwarded from the Philippines, 
China, the American Forces in Germany and from other 
foreign stations. 

Concerning the probable percentage of candidates whe 

failed to pass the requirements for a commission, officers 
connected with the Central Records Branch declared late 
in the present week that any reports to this effect are 
only rumors. Nothing will be published until The Adju- 
tant Genera! has received the first official report from 
the Final Selecting Board, or the “master board,” as it 
is termed by Army officers. Nevertheless the early re- 
ports, which have been referred to in our recent issues, 
indicated that the shortage of officers will be still acute 
despite the number of successful candidates. This short- 
age will make it possible for the further promotion of 
the permanent officers of the Regular Army and better 
the chances of commissions to men in the ranks. Officers 
of the General Staff, in discussing the examinations on 
Aug. 10, stated that every man who qualified will be of- 
fered a commission, although not every one in this classi- 
fication will be granted the grade he made application 
‘for nor in the branch of the Service for which he ap- 
plied. Vacancies in the commissioned personnel which 
accrued after July 1, 1920, will not be filled by sucecess- 
ful candidates on the initial list. 

There are two principal divisions of records. one in 
which unanimous favorable approval was given by & 
board to a candidate, and records in which a board has 
lodged its disapproval to a candidate’s application’ but 
in which still another board has reported favorably. Offi- 
eecrs declare that in cases where there is a division of 
the findings of the boards on candidates’ applications it 
will be necessary for the final board to review all the 
records, including the physieal, educational, morale and 
professional. 

Since all the boards have been filing a daily report of 
their work with the Central Records Branch, it is ex- 
pected that the final board will follow the same proced- 
ure and inform the War Department daily of the num- 
ber of successful candidates. Provided this plan is fol- 
lowed, it will be possible for The Adjutant General to 
notify successful candidates of their grade and assign- 
ment and the date they will report to their first stations 
as soon as the approved appointment is forwarded to him 
from the “master board.” It is anticipated that names 
of officers newly commissioned in the Army will begin 
to be published before Sept. 1. 

Until a portion of the 140 vacancies in the commis- 
sioned personnel of the new Medical Administrative 
Corps of the Medical Department, which superseded the 
Sanitary Corps, as stated in our issue of July 3, 1920, 
are filled not a great deal of progress in the adjustment 
of this corps can be made, according to officers connected 
with the Medical Department. It is expected that from 
the reservoir of officer material in the list of successful 
candidates for permanent commissions in the Regular 
Establishment a number of officers will be obtained for 
the Administrative Corps. Many candidates gave this 
corps as their first preference. The duties of officers 
eonnected with the Medical Administrative Corps will 


be in the position of adjutants, registrars, supply off 
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eers and other jositions requiring non-professional duty. 
Their place of duty will be generally at Army hospitals. 
Latest reports indicate that the applicants exceed the 
number of vacancies. 

Recent returns show that there are less than forty ap- 
plications for the one hundred vacancies in the Chemi- 
al Warfare Service. Officers declare that the Service will 
have difficulty in obtaining its quota of commissioned 
personnel. It is probable that several officers will be 
transferred from other branches of the Army to fill vaecan- 
cies. Some Regular Army officers have indicated their 
preference for assignment with the new arm, and it is 
probable their requests will be granted. 
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GENERAL STAFF REORGANIZATION. 
War Council Created in Plan. 

The War Department announced on Aug. 
organization of the General Staff in accordance with the 
act of June 4, 1920. Paragraph one creates the War 
Council to consider policies affecting both the military 
and munitions problems of the War Department. Para- 
graph two concerns the duties of the Assistant Secretary 
of War, charges him with the formulation of the War De- 
partment procurement . policies and with their super- 
vision and execution, and specifically charges him with 
supervision of the following activities: Purchase and 
lease of all real estate, purchase of commodities, equip- 
ment and supplies; completion of statistical data and for- 
mulation ot necessary plans for assuring adequate pro- 
vision for mobilization of material and of the industria’ 
organizations essential to war-time settlement of 
all claims due to cancellation or settlement of contracts, 
including determination of‘ rights to inventions and com- 
pensation for their use by Army, sale or other disposi- 
tion of all supplies, equipment, plants, factories, land or 
other facilities, declared surplus; orders all branches of 
Army having procurement functions to report direct to 
Assistant Secretary, who will use the same channels of 
communications to the various branches as used by the 
Secretary of War. 

Under paragraph three the 
mediate adviser of the 
relating to the Military 
with planning, € 
program. He shall cause the 
Staff to prepare 
ganizing, supplying, equipping, 
demobilizing the Army, and for the use of the military 
forces for the national defense. As agent of the Secre- 
tary he issues such orders as will insure that the policies 
of the War harmoniously executed by 
all branches and establishment and that 
the Army program is carried out speedily and efficiently. 
The War Department ,General Staff is charged with 
preparation of plans outlined above including those plans 
for the mobilization of the. manhood of the nation and its 
material resources. It will investigate and report upon 
questions affecting the efficiency of all branches and the 
state of their military preparation; will perform such 
other duties not assigned by law as prescribed by the 
President, and render professional aid to the Secretary. 
The executive assistant to Chief of Staff and the director 
of cach division is authorized on matters under his super- 
vision to issue instructions in the name of the Secretary 
and Assistant Secretary and the Chief of Staff for carry- 
ing out the policics approved by the Secretary and the 
Chief of Staff. Chiefs of branches, staff corps and de- 
partments and the directors of divisions or chiefs of sub- 
divisions are authorized to communicate directly concern- 
ing matters over which they have supervision. 

. The exccutive assistant to the Chief of Staff shall be 
in charge of his office and act for the Chief of Staff in his 
temporary absence. He is charged with supervision. of 
the organization, administ:ation and methods of all staff 
divisions and supervision over administrative procedure 
of the several branches of the Army necessary to co- 
ordination of activities, to avoid duplication of work, in- 
gure harmonious action eliminate unnecessary or- 
ganization machinery. He will collect statistical in- 
formation. of military importance. 

War Department General Staff. 
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The War Department General Staff will include four 


divisions, viz: 


Operations, Military Intelligence, War Plans, and 
Supply. each under immediate control of an assistant 
chief of staff with title of director. Operations is 


specifically charged with the formulation of policies rela- 
tive to appointment, assignment, promotion, transfer and 
discharge of commissioned and enlisted personnel of the 
Army, National Guard, Organized Reserve, Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps and Enlisted ‘Reserve Corps; supervision of 
enemy aliens, prisoners of war and conscientious objec- 
tors; supervision over recruiting, mobilization and de- 
mobilization; the movement and disposition of troops; 
determination of priority for movement and for equip- 
ping of troops; assignments of troops, supervision over 
military stations, determination of policies on hospitaliza- 
tion projects and construction projected; determination 
of policies on award of decorations and on uniform regu- 
lations; determination of types and allowances of equip- 
ment, including supervision over research and develop- 
ment work and examination of inventions. The Military 
Intelligence Division is charged with duties similar to 
those now performed by it, and the director is to act as 
the chief military censor. The War Plans Division is 
eharged with the organization and training of military 
forces for the national defense, and specifically with 
formulation of plans for defense separately and in 


conjunction with the naval forces; also plans effecting 
the organization and training of National Guard and Or- 
ganized -Reserves. Additional duties conform with those 
previously performed by this division. The Supply Di- 
vision, which replaces the Purchase, Storage and Traffic 
Division, is specifically charged with the supervision and 
co-ordination of activities connected with the purchase 
and manufacture of- supplies and equipment, storage and 
distribution and issue of supplies; transportation of the 
Army and its supplies, disbursement of appropriations 
and property accounting, preparation of estimates for 
appropriations, construction, maintenance and repair of 
buildings, structures and utilities and the operation of 
utilities; computation of requirements based on the mili- 
tary program; co-ordination of requirement and priority 
with procurement,: production and transportation, and 
relations with the Council of National Defense; formula- 
tion of plans assuring adequate provision for mobiliza- 
tion of material of industrial and transportation activ- 
ities for war-time needs; transportation of troops and 
supplies overseas; settlement of claims against the War 
Department due_to cancellation of contracts, including 


‘determination of the rights to inventions and compensa- 


tion for their use; sale or other disposition of supplies, 
cquipment, plants, factories, lands or other facilities de- 
clared surplus. This division is also charged with repre- 
senting the department in making arrangements with 
outside agencies and with foreign governments for pro- 
viding for the mobilization of material and the industrial 
fxcilities for war-time needs. 
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FLYING STATUS OF AIR SERVICE OFFICERS. 
New Policy Announced by War Department. 





The War Department on Aug. 10 announced the adop- 
tion of a new policy in connection with the flying status 
of both flying and non-flying Air Service officers, and of 
officers of other services who have been detailed or at- 
tached to the Air Service for flight duty and otherwise. 
The statement reads: 

Flying Officers: The act of June 4, 1920, Section 13a, 
provides that “flying units shall in all cases be com- 
manded by flying officers.” Only those officers who shall 
have been announced in orders as having qualified as air- 
plane pilot, airplane observer, airship pilot, or balloon 
observer, shall be considered flying officers within the 
meaning of said act. All other officers shall be consié- 
ered non-flying officers. (a) All officers who on June 4, 
1920, held the rating of military aviator, junior military 
aviator, or reserve military aviator, shall be considered 
as having qualified as airplane pilots and shall be an- 
nounced in orders as having so qualified. All officers 
who on June 4, 1920, held the rating of military aero- 
naut, or balloon observer, shall be comsidered as having 
qualified as balloon observers, and shall be announced in 
orders as having so qualified. All officers who on June 4, 
1920, held the rating of observer or airship pilot shall be 
requalified in the above manner as airplane observer or 
airship pilot, as the case may be. (b) Except as pre- 
scribed in (a) above, no officer shall be rated except upon 
the completion of the course prescribed by the Chief of 
Air Service, in accordance with Paragraph 158444, Army 
Regulations. “Flying status” is defined as that status 
peculiar to officers who have been assigned to duty “re- 
quiring them to participate in regular and frequent aerial 
flights.’ Flights are construed to be flights in airplanes, 
free balloons, observation balloons, or airships. 

For flights in heavier-than-air craft, an officer is con- 
strued to-have actually participated in regular and fre- 
quent flights during any period’ in which he has partici- 
pated in aerial flights at the rate of ten flights per month. 
Officers holding a rating as pilot will be required to 
pilot an airplane during these specified flights, except 
when incapacitated for the performance of duty as pilot. 
For flights in lighter-than-air craft, a minimum of four 
flights or a total duration of at least four hours in either 
a free balloon, an observation balloon, or an airship, or 
four flights of at least four hours in any combination of 
the three, is construed as the time necessary to the 
status of having participated in regular and frequent 
flights for each month. 

Regularity of Flights. 

In order that a proper limit may be established in 
connection with the regularity of flights, it is construed 
that an officer may properly certify to his participation 
in regular and frequent aerial flights in any two suc- 
ceeding months, if he participates in twice the number 
of flights indicated above, as the rate required per month. 
This construction will be made only where inclemency 
of weather or other unavoidable cause prevents an officer 
from making the required number of flights in one month, 
Whenever an officer is prevented from flying for a por- 
tion of a month, due to leave of absence, or other causes, 
which by regulation has been held to remove an officer 
from flying status,‘he is only entitled to flying pay for 
the balance of the month, after the completion of a suffi- 
cient number of flights at the rate above indicated. 

Officers signing the certificate required when claiming 
pay for flying duty will be held responsible that the par- 
ticipation in aerial flights certified to shall conform to 
the requirements of this order. Commanding officers of 
Air Service stations and units will render a monthly re- 
port direct to the Chief of Air Service, showing the 
names of non-flying officers placed in flying status, the 
time remaining on that status, the character of the duty 
which necessitated the assignment to the status, and the 
authority making such assignment. Commanding officers 
will be held to a strict and continuing responsibility that 
in no case is the status of an officer on duty at their sta- 
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tions contrary to the spirit or letter of the foregoing in- 
structions, and that the flying efficiency of their per- 
sonnel -is maintained at a maximum: MonthJy reports 
will be rendered to’ the Chief 6f ‘Air Service in~vhich all 
personnel on “flying status” will be shown. 
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Army Corps Anes IN THR UNITED Seseen: 


The study’ made by the War Plans Division of the 
General Staff dividing continental United States into 
nine corps areas, which will replace the existing depart- 
ments, had not been approved by the Secretary of War 
up to Aug. 11. The pine areas, it is understood, will be 
apportioned three along the Atlantie coast, three in the 


. central area and three to the Pacific coast and the bor- 


der territory. The army corps will in all probability 
compose for the Ist Army the troops in the first three 
areas, for the 24 Army the troops in the central area, 


and for the 3d Army ‘the troops in the 7th, 8th and 9th 


Corps areas, should Secftetary Baker approve of the study 
as submitted to him. As to the number of divisions in each 
corps area this question has not yet been determined. 
When this feature is determined the committee of tlle 
General Staff, which is to be composed of Regular, Na- 
tional Guard and Reserve officers, will consider the rec- 
ommendation and then file with the Secretary the com- 
mittee’s views as to how many Regular Army, National 
Guard and Reserve divisions should be allotted to the 
whole country and the number in eath corps area will 
be determined by the military population of each area 
and the number of corps and Army troops that particu- 
lar area will be called upon to ftrnish. In view of this 
fact the number of divisions in the corps areas will vary. 
As to the size of the divisions it is probable, according 
to War. Department, opinion, that a division under the 
new plan will consist of less than 20,000 men. 
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Army’s Preace-Time Recroitine Recorp BROKEN. 


The Army's peace-time record for recruiting was broken 
in July when a total of 15,821 men was accepted for en- 





listment. In making public this statement on Aug. 11 
Major Gen. Peter C. Harris, The Adjutant General, 


stated that “these figures show that the educational and 
occupational courses offered by the Army have attracted 
young men; there are now 105,000 soldiers studying in 
the Army schools.” This figure for July is an increase of 
3,904 over the June enlistment total. It is a pleasure 
to report that National Guard recruiting also is enjoy- 
ing a boom, the July enlistments numbering 6,404, or 
nearly half as many as the Army gained. The percent- 
age of the National Guard’s enlistment inerease is much 
higher than that of the Army for July, and this must be 
a source of great gratification to the officers and men of 
the Guard. 
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APPOINTMENTS OF SECOND LIEUTENANTS IN THE ARMY. 
The publication of G.O. No. 41, dated July 2, an- 
nouncing the appointment as second lieutenants in the 
Army with rank from July 2, of the U.S.M.A. graduates 
of the class of 1920 carries out the provisions of the 
eleventh paragraph of Section*127a of the Army Reor- 
ganization act of June 4, 1920. That paragraph reads: 
“Cadets graduated from the U.S. Military Academy dur- 
ing the present calendar year shall be commissioned as 
second lieutenants to date not earlier than July 2, 1920.” 
The intent of this paragraph was that in obeying the 
provisions of Section 24 as to filling of vacancies whereby 
“not less than one-half of the total number of vacancies 
caused by this act, exclusive of those in the Medical 
Department and among chaplains, shall be filled by the 
appointment, to. date. from. July 1, 1920, . . . of 
persons other than’ officers of, the Regular Army who 
served as officers, of. the. U.S. Army at any time between 
April 6, 1917, and the date of this act” officers with er- 
perience in the. World War should. be commissioned in 
the Army before the graduates of the class of 1920. The 
publication of this general’ order also removes the 
anomaly that has existed for some time of having 2 
Regular Army salad without any second lieuten- 
ants in it. 4 
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GENERAL CONNOR, CUTEF OF TRANSPORTATION. 

Seeretary Baker announced on Aug. 10 that Brig. Gen. 
William D. Connor has been ordered to report to him on 
Aug. 15 for assignment to duty as director of the Inland 
and Coastwise Waterways Service, and to report the 
same date to the Quartermaster General for assignment 
to duty as Chief of Transportation Service, succeeding 
Brig. Gen. Frank T. Hines, whose resignation from the 
Army becomes effective on Aug. 22. General Connor is 
in command at Camp A. A. Humphreys, Va., and he will 
be succeeded by Col. Meriwether L. Walker, who will be 
detached from duty at Cincinnati, Ohio. General Con- 
nor was chief of, staff of the Service of Supply of the A. 
E.F., and after General Pershing returned to the United 
States he was in’ charge of the Paris headquarters and 
eame home with the last of the troops to leave France. 
He recently succeeded Col. C. A. F. Flagler in command 
at Camp Humphreys.

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CoLLAR INSIGNIA FOR GENERAL OFFICERS. 

The War Department has directed that chiefs and as- 
sistant chiefs of the several branches of the Army, ap- 
pointed under provisions of the National Defense act as 
amended, will wear the collar insignia of the branch to 
which they are appointed. This includes general officers 
of the line receiving such appointments,

Abandonment of Camp Upton, N.Y. 

Instructions were issued on Aug. 12 to the command- 
ing general, Eastern Department, that the War Depart- 
ment had decided to abandon and salvage Camp Upton, 
N.Y. The Recruit Educational Center established at 
Camp Upton more than a year ago will be transferred 
to Camp Dix, N.J., without interruption of the educa- 
tional work.

All movements will be 
completed before cold weather sets in, when orders for 
the salvaging of this camp will be issued. The transfer 
of equipment, property and matériel from Camp Upton 
to Camp Dix will be commenced without delay. Secre- 
tary Baker stated that orders would shortly be issued 
for the abandonment of Camp Custer, Mich.

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DIscHARGING PuysicaALLyY UNFIt EMERGENCY OFFICERS. 

Orders to discharge emergency officers from the Army 
for failure to pass the physical examination began to 
issue from the War Department on Aug. 9.

Applicants for 
appointment in the Regular Army who are still in the 
Service are to be notified through military channels. If 
the applicant has been discharged notification will be 
forwarded to his home address.

COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 
Legal Adoption and Dependents. 


Nephews and nieces not legally adopted by a person 
entitled to commutation of quarters, heat and light un- 
der the act of April 16, 1918, are not dependents within 
the meaning of that act. This decision is given by the 
Comptroller in disallowing a claim of an applicant for 
commutation of quarters, heat and light for a nephew 
and nieces who were actually adopted by him, although 
no action had been taken to legally adopt these children. 

Holding Command Illegally. 


If a senior officer is present and a junior officer is as- 
signed to command of an organization without an order 
from the President he is holding his command illegally. 
This decision is made in answer to the claim of a former 
officer of the Army for additional pay for exercising com- 
mand above his grade while on duty with the 657th Aero 
Squadron. In making application for reconsideration of 
a former decision the claimant states “that certain offi- 
cers who were assigned to the 657th Aero Squadron at 
the same time he was in command thereof were senior to 
him in rank.” Since under such circumstances, the 
Comptroller states, the 119th Article of War gives power 
only to the President to assign a junior officer to the 
command of an organization when his senior is present, 
and since no such order was issued the claimant was 
holding the command illegally. : 

Commutation for Dependents. 

An officer who maintains separate places of abode for 
his wife and dependent mother is entitled to commuta- 
tion of quarters, heat, and light for the place of abode 
of the wife only, the Comptroller decides. 

Old and New Ratings and Service Pay. 

For an enlisted man of the Navy to be entitled to the 
retroactive pay feature of the act of May 18, 1920, he 
must have held during the period prior to that date a 
rating for which the act provides a new rate of pay. 
Since the act does not provide a new rate of pay for 
stewards and cooks to commandant, there is therefore no 
difference in pay which accrues te men holding these 
Tatings.

GERMAN WARSHIPS ARRIVE AT NEW YORK. 


.. The five former German warships allotted to the United 
States by the Allied Naval Commission after the sur- 
render of the German fleet arrived at the port of New 
York Aug. 9, manned by skeleton U.S. Navy crews. The 
vessels consisted of the battleship Ostfriesland in com- 
mand of Capt. J. F. Helwig, U.S.N., who was also com- 
mander of the squadron; the light cruiser Frankfurt, 
Comdr. Louis F. Thibault, U.S.N.; the destroyers V-43, 
Btsn. B. Schmidt; C-102, Btsn. W. E. Cozzens, and 
the S-132. All the vessels were under tow except the 
Ostfriesland, which made the voyage under her own 
steam and also towed the Frankfurt. The destroyers 
were towed by the U.S. mine sweepers Falcon, Lieut. 





‘Comdr. Walter B. Buchanan; the Rail, Lieut. A. E. 


Freed, and the Redwing, Lieut. F. C. A. Plagemann, 
while the transport Hancock, Capt. John G. Church, 
U.S.N., superintended the towing of the ships, and stood 
by to render any necessary assistance. 

The squadron left*Brest, France, July 13, and had an 
uneventful passage. The Hancock had aboard the bod- 
ies of seventy-five sailors and marines who dicd in hos- 

itals in France and which were brought home for burial. 
Tpon arrival at New York she went to the naVy yard at 
once, the vessels anchoring in the North river. 

The appearance of the German ships was a sad com- 
mentary upon their smart condition of pre-war days. 
Their hulls were rough and rusty looking, while their in- 
teriors had been stripped by the Germans of furniture, 
brasswork, instruments and everything detachable and 
useful. When compared to vessels of the United States 
and British- navies the German ships are poorly adapted 
for long voyages with comfort for their crews, and now 
are only fit for targets, for which purpose they are to 


be used. 

The Ostfriesland is a vessel of 22,800 tons, normal 
displacement. She was completed in 1911 and took part 
in the battle of Jutland and bears scars of that action, 


both from a mine she hit and shell fire while running 
@way to her home port. Her best trial speed was 21.39 
knots, and she had the reputation of being an extremely 
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inch guns, dirtmbuic? in pairs in .six turrets.. T'wo tur- 
rets are place! on either beam and one forward and one 
aft. Her main »:wor belt is eleven and three-quarters 
inches thick, and that on .her turrets, turret bases and 
conning tower is twelve inches thick. Her water line 
length is 546% feet and her beam is 93%4 feet: The ship 
has reciprocating machinery, three screws and burps 
both oil and coal. ‘The vessel has double athwartships 
rudders and is provided with six submerged torpedo tubes 
fitted for 19.7-inch torpedoes. 

The light cruiser Frankfurt was completed at Kiel in 
1915 and has a displacement of 5,120 tons. She was. 
sunk by the Germans at Scapa Flow, but was raised by 
the British. Her machinery is practically ruined. The 
Irankfurt, which was equipped to-carry 120 mines, per- 
formed hard service during the war. Her designed speed 
was twenty-eight knots. She has a length of 465 feet 
and a beam of 4514. Her engines are of the turbine 
variety, and she burns both coal and oil. Her main bat- 
tery consists of cight 5.9-inch guns and her main armer 
belt is six inches. 

The destroyers ©-102, 8-132 and V-43 were all scut- 
tled by the Germans at Scapa Flow after the surrender. 
They were raised by the British, but their machinery 
was found to be practically ruined. The C-102 was. com- 
pleted in 1915, has a displacement of 1,250 tens and had 
a nominal speed of 32 knots. The S-132 was completed 
in 1916, has a displacement of from 750 to tons, and 
had a designed speed of from 34 to 35 knots. Very few 
faefs have becn printed officially as to her class of boats, 
The V-43 was completed in 1915 and her displacement is 
from 700 to 750 tons. Her nominal speed was 34 knots. 
The C, S and V boats were all classed by the Germans 
as “big torpedo boats,”* and not as destroyers.” 

The ships will remain at New York for several weeks 
and will be open to imspection by the public. From 
New York they will be taken to other cities for inspee- 
tion, after whieh they will be prepared to be used for 
targets by the Flect. Under the conditions of allocation 
the ships must be broken up or sunk within a year. ‘The 
U.S. Navy took over the ships at Rosyth, Scotland, in 
July. They proceeded to Brest, France, and thence to 
New York by way of the Azores. Considering that four 
of the five former German ships had to be towed all the 
way, a distance of approximately 3,600 miles, the time 
made was very good. 

Captain Hellweg, of the Ostfriesland, in speaking of 
the voyage from the Azores to New York which took 
fifteen days, says it was one of the worst in regard to 
discomforts on shipboard he ever encountered. This was 
due to the bad ventilating arrangements, which are a 
characteristic of German war vessels, and to the fact 
that it was necessary to burn German coal. He said that 
an unusually large number of heat prostrations occurred 
among the bluejdckets during the voyage. The trip of 
the Ostfriesland was the longest trip this ship has ever 
made. “The U.S. battleship Delaware,” said Lieut. 
Comdr. Karl F. Smith, U.S.N., engineer officer of the 
Ostfriesland, “is the nearest approach to the Ostfriesland 
in our Navy. ‘While the German boat is superior from 
the standpoint of workmanship and finish, our ships 
tewer above them when one considers them from 
essential points of design and operation. The German 
war vessels. are much more complicated than ours. 
Many appliances on their ships are unnecessary.”

TREATMENT OF NAVY ENLISTED MEN. 

Admiral Henry B. Wilson, U.S.N., commander-in-chief 
of the U.S. Atlantic Fleet, has issued an unusual com-- 
munication to the officers and petty officers of his com- 
mand relative to the treatment of newly enlisted men, 
with a view to making the Service popular and to mak- 
ing them feel at home in their new conditions of life. 


Admiral Wilson makes it plain, however, that he does not 
want newly enlisted men to be died, but states that 
“to develop men, they must be treated as men.” The 
eommupication of Admiral Wilson reads:

From: Commander-in-Chief. 
To: Fleet. 
Subject: The Newly Enlisted Man. 

1. The present shortage in the enlisted personnel of the Navy 
has’ led to the adoption of energetic and comprehemsive meas- 
ures for recruiting; methods which, while correct in principle, 
may at times lead young men of imaginative minds to picture 
life in the Navy as being somewhat different from conditions 
as they actually exist. 

2. This condition, coupled with the fact that every ship in 
the Fleet to-day comprises a large number of newly enlisted 
men, brings forcibly to our attention the importance of giving 
earnest consideration to the treatment of such men when they 
report for duty om board vessels of the Navy. 

3. In a great majority of cases new men are going through 
their first experience away from home. Their minds are open 
to impressions which are lasting. They have a new physical 
routine to familiarize themselves with and adapt themselves to. 
There is a large amount of instruction to absorb. Being thrust 
amid surroundings and other men entirely strange, they should 
be given particular care and attention. 

4. The Commander-in-Chief believes that the qualities most 
essential in the make-up of a man-of-war’s man are initiative, 
self-reliance and resourcefulness. In carrying out these in- 
structions, all methods employed should have in view the de- 
velopment of these qualities. Nothing is farther from the 
thought of the Commander-in-Chief, and it is confidently be- 
lieved that nothing is more distasteful to the enlisted man, than 
the idea that men should be coddled or petted. To develop 
men, they must be treated like men. 

5. Owing to the untrained. condition of a large portion of 
the commissioned and enlisted personnel, conditions that will 
continue for some time to come, it is more than ever incumbent 
upon all officers and men to use every effort to fit new men 
into their proper places in the organization on board ship with- 
out loss of time. To do this it goes without saying that those 
officers under whom the new enlisted man is to work, and more 
especially his divisional officer and petty officers, should become 
personally acquainted with each and every man with the least 
possible delay. 

6. To accomplish this result, it is therefore directed, when 
a draft of men is received on beard ship, and after personal 
instruction of the men and a short talk delivered to them by the 
executive officer, that the officers of the division te whom the 
men are assigned shail personally take charge of the men for 
further detailed assignment. 

7. Upon receipt of his quota, each divisional officer should 
instruct them briefly in their duties, give them stations, show 
them the parts of the ship that they are to work in, show 
them the parts of the ship that they are allowed in, point out 
the parts they are not allowed in and the reasons therefor, tell 
them of the etiquette of the quarterdeck, explain such rules 
and ship's regulations as they should know, and make them 
acquainted with the petty officers under whom they are to 





work. 

8. It should be borne in mind as a human characteristic that 
it is impossible for any man to take a-pride in either his ship 
or his organization unless he is made to feel that he fs a neces- 
sary and importarit member of the organization. Every man 
has a reasonable interest in being known in the community in 
which he lives, and anvehing that reminds him that he counts 
and will not be lost sight of will always reach the right spot.

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WITH OUR TROOPS IN THE RHINELAND. 
Official and social happenings of officers and their fam- 
flies of the American Forces in Germany, and others, are 
recorded in recent issues of the Amaroc News, of Co- 
blenz, as follows: 
Under the heading “Warning to ex-Soldiers,” the 
paper published the foliowing editorial on July 17: “An 


‘anomalous and peculiar situation has arisen here in Co- 


blenz, the solution of which seems as difficult as an ex- 
planation as to why it exists. In examining the col- 
umns of the Amaroc News of one year ago we find that 
the burden of the soldier's ery was ‘Let's go home.’ By 
July 15, 1919, 2,847,680 soldiers had been discharged— 
mostly ‘overseas’ men and, by the first of this year prac- 
tically all of the emergency men had returned to the 
States. It would seem, then, that while the average 
American soldier was nothing leath in going away from 
home, when the occasion demanded it, he had no am- 
bition whatsoever to remain away longer than the emer- 
xency demanded. When it was over he wanted to go 
home. Now, for some unaccountable reason, mumber: of 
American soldiers are taking their discharges in hurope. 
This number has so increased lately that the situation 
is becoming embarrassing, not only for the men them- 
selves but for the various heads of departments and bu- 
reaus and welfare workers. Each day finds an increas- 
ing number of ex-soldiers applying at headquarters, and 
at the ¥.M.C.A. and Salvatiog Army, and even at the 
business office of the Amaroc News, for positions. It 
appears from statements made by many of the men they 
have a misconception of the reason why soldiers may be 
discharged over here. Many men having seen just 
enough of Europe to whet their ambition to see more 
while they have the opportunity, made application to be 
discharged here, wishing to make a tour through the 
principal countries before returning home. To accommo- 
date this class of men a War Department ruling was 
made allowing them to don ‘civies’ here. This number, 
however, of late has been greatly augmented by men 
taking their discharges to-day and immediately going out 
to-morrow and commencing to scour the occupied area 
for a position. Of the latter, there are none. True there 
are several branches of the Army here and a few firms 
which employ civilians. But these positions are uni- 
versally of a technical or expert nature, and require 
trained workers to fill them. + is an ex-soldier 
qualified to fill the position. If he does take his discharge 
here, he will ‘beat it’ for home on the first boat, or, 
bettr still, remain in the Service another month or so 
and let Uncle Sam take him home. This is a good place 
for soldiers, but not place for civilians.” 

General Degoutte, commander of the French army on 
the Rhine and of the Allied forces of occupation, visited 
Coblenz on July 21 coming from Mayence by automobile, 
and after calling on M. Tirard, president of the Inter- 
Allied Rhineland High Commission, went to the resi- 
dence of Major Gen. Henry T. Allen, commanding the 
A.F. in G., and Mrs. Allen, where he took tea.

J. W: Downer 
and Vinceat P. Erwin, Gth F.A., and Harry D. Cham- 
berlain and Terry de la Motte Allen, Cay., members of 
the Army riding team to take part in the Olympic games, 
left Coblenz on July 18 for Cologne to represent the 
A-F. in G. in the inter-allied events in the horse show 
to be held by the British army on the Rhine July 20-21.

Chaplain Oscar L. Owens, senior chaplain, 2d Divisien, will 
leave San Antonio in about one week for his old home in 
Virginia, his resignation from the Regular Army taking effect 
July 31, 1920. The Chaplain was commissioned several 
months before the outbreak of the World War, when he 
served with the 5th Division, distinguishing himself for 
bravery on several battle fronts. His first assignment as 
chaplain was with the 6th Infantry, just as that organisation 
returned to the United States from the Punitive Expeditien 
in 1916-1917, He served with this regiment throughout the 
World War. He was wounded at Frapelie, Venom, France, 
while ——— out orders of the brigade commander, Brig. 
Gen. Walter H. Gordon, and was awarded the D.S.C.. During 
the night of Aug. 18, 1918, while in command of a party of 
twenty-five mca, Chaplain Owens s' in entering the 
village of Frapelle, under a heavy enemy barrage of gas and 
high explosive shells, and brought to the rear two soldiers 
for evacuation. in Owens and five of his party were 
severely gassed, but continued with the werk until it was 
completed. He also received other citations, ameng them one 
from General Pershing. In spite of his weakened condition, 
he fought with his regiment through the St. Mihiel drive on 
Sept. 12, 1918, and in the Meuse-Argonne offensive on Qct. 
13, 1918. On the eve of the armistice he collapsed from 
exposure to gas and fatigue and was ordered to the Mediter- 
ranean for recuperation in the American Hospital at Mar- 
seilles, returning to his regiment at Trier, Germany, about 
Christmas, 1918. Chaplain Owems has never fully recovered 
his voice, due to gas wounds, but expects eventually to have 
it restored. After the signing of the armistice he was trans- 
ferred to the 2d Division, stationed in Germany, and served 
as senior chaplain Fe age resignation. C©' in Owens 
expects to continue his studies in history and political science 
laid aside when he went in the Army. 2 el! :

FORTY-SEVENTH N.Y. COURT OF INQUIRY. 
At the session of the court of inquiry as to the disband 


ment of the 47th Infantry, N.Y. Guard, of which Col. W. H. 
Hayes, 7th N.Y., is president, held at the 7th Regiment 
Armory, New York city, on Aug. 6, Lieut. Col. Frederic N. 
Whitley stated that in getting the regiment ready for an ap- 


plication for Federalization, ‘Colonel Carlin was gradually 
putting the screws on’’ for ‘increased efficiency and that. some 
ofthe officers who did not like this were anxious to get out 
of the regiment themselves, or tc get Colonel Carlin out. 
Coionel Whitley -also stated that many of the officers were 
entrely deficient for their positions, and that if they had 
continued in the regiment he himself would have asked for a 
court of inquiry. He also named one officer who was alleged 
to be incompetent and who was coutinually asking him for 
promotion. He also told of a conversation he had with Lieut. 
H. A. Trigge about a meeting in which the resignations and 
mode of procedure against Colonel Carlin had been determined 
upon by certain officers who desired to get the Colonel out of 
the regiment. Sergt. Major John A. Colter in his testimony 
stated that he found ten letters of resignation in the adju- 
tant’s. office, all in the same handwriting, and that none of 
them were written upon the regulation ferm for such requests. 
Lieutenant Walshak told of a conversation he had with Licut. 
F. J. Finn, at which the Lieutenant teld him he stated that 
a number of officers of the 47th had banded together to get 
Colonel Carlin out of the regiment, and that they had already 
drafted five specifications against the Colonel, and urged 
Walshak to make a charge which he stated he refused to do, 
or to participate in the movement to oust the Colonel. The 
court of inquiry will resume its sessions on Aug. 19.

You will receive $90 if you 
re-enlist for three years in January next, and your longevity 
pay begins July 15, 1921. 

RETIRED SERGT., HOSP. CIRPS.—If you retired in the 


sixth period, your retired pay, including the $15.75 com- 
mutation, should be $63.75, according to the Comptroller’s 
decision on page 1067, our issue of May 1. The aets of 
May 18 and June 4 have made no change in the rates of pay 
of men then on the retired list, except for those who served 


as officers in the World War. 

C. S—If you cannot qualify under G.O. 76, 1919, ag 
amended, you are not entitled to the Mexican Border service 
badge. Apply through channel. 

AMBERT.—Philippine Scout officers on the retired list 
June 4, 1920, thereafter receive the same pay as a retired 
second lieutenant of equal service.

I was discharged Feb. 2, 1920, from the Regular 
Army Reserve as a private, first class. Re-enlisted Feb. 7 
1920. Am I entitled to the tnree months’ bonus for re- 
enlisting? (2) I am only drawing pay for first enlistment 
period. Am I entitled to draw second re-enlistment pay! 
(8) My brother was killed in action Sept. 29, 1918. He had 
a War Risk Insurance of $10,000; $5,000 to my father and 
$5,000 to my mother. My mother is receiving $28.75 per 
month (I believe that $5,000 is O.K.), but my father died 
May 12, 1918, while my brother and I were in France, and 
neither one of us knew he was dead till I returned to the 
United States, and got permission to go home. Now I would 
like to know who gets that $5,000 which was made out to 
my father?

M. B.—The Soldiers’ Home, Washington, D.O., admits the 
following classes of soldiers, active and discharged: Any sol- 
dier who has served honestly and faithfully twenty years or 
more; any invalid or disabled soldier who. has had service in 
war; any soldier rendered incapable of earning a livelihood 
by reason of disease or wounds incurred in line of duty and 
not the result of his own misconduct.
